GUAM, April 9 (jP)— Japanese chnrgins with bayonets in 
their first counter-attack of the Okinawan campaign drove 
American troops off a domwatins hill as tank-avpported 
Y&nk infantrymen hammered at strongly defended caves and 
pillboxes beneath a developing artillery battle. 

Nipponese poured out of cavea and crags on soutliem Oki- 
nawa when Japanese tanks, artiilcry and mortars began 
blasting at five U. S, tanks lumbering through a field studded 
with 600 pound bomba which had been converted Into land 
mines. The Japanese showered the tanks with "Jlolotov 
cocktails" and then charged'

But when the filers first saw the 
warship they couldn't figure It out 
Apparently the cruiser hod been 
damaged In some earlier action and 
Its bow blown oft, for the Japanese 
had rigged make-shift, blunt bow.

Burtli-ors ot the ghastly ordeal 
said these victims were only port ot 
the estimated 0,009 men killed at tlie 

1,000 Cremated 
Approximately 1,000 were cremnt-. 
ed and tho ashes'pourcd into one 
great, hole,, while some 3,000 others 
shot and their bodies burled 
huge pit a mile or so trom the 
camp, according to escaped prison- 
Almost all the victims were Rus- 
sians, O 3 e c h OBlovaklans, Poles, 
Pienchmcn, Qennsn Jews and Ger- 
man political prisoners. They 'Were 
beaten and tortyred and when mal- 
nutrition preTented their dolns a 
full day's work, were kiUed,

I Ta any Oerman with access to oven a jmat- 
' terlng of truthful news It must have been 
)' clear for some time that tho war was being 
i fought for the nazls, not tho Germans. Today 
: that fact Is abundantly evident to all. 
[ Blnco the allied breakthrough from the 
I ' Rhino, the German civilian hoa been sam- 
; pllng the fate of the people of occupied 
Europe during their temporary conquest. Un- 
armed citizens have been machine gunned 
■when they tried to surrender. Guns at their 
backs havd forced the untrained aged and 
children to face the allied guns before them. 
Probably the nazl^ defend their inhumanity 
on the grounds that It la a German's "duty'' 
to defend hia fatherland against tho "hated 
Invaders," the "terror bombers," the "bolshO' 
viks," or whatever. Theoretically, that might 
bo so. But actually It Is obvious that the hell- 
ing throngs of yesterday are by now heartily 
Bick ot tho nazta and their war. 

But the nazls are not so busy with efforts 
to save theh: own sKlns that they n(>glect to 
punish civUlans even In territory that has 
fallen to the Invader. For example, they could 
[ spare three men to return to Aachen and as- 
' sasslnate Franz Oppenhof, tho allled-ap- 
j pointed mayor of that city, 
i Hie nazls may call Oppenhof a "coUabora- 
j tor." But even they must realize that the term 
has a different meaning here, 
Aachen's loll ushered In no alleged "new 
I order." It was the beginning of the last oct 
I In the terrible drama.of nazl ambition. That's 
fai that It was. But life still had to.be lived. 
I And It was Oppenhol's Job \o help restore a 
I semblance of orderly lUe, and to help dlS' 
t pense a stem but, reasonable Justice, 
i For that Oppenhof was murdered. The nazls 
1 had threatened to IeUI those who aided the 
j allies. Now that threat was carried out. It 
I can scarcely bo the last of such murders, Op- 
3 ponhof's fate will become known. His stoiy 
will be whispered In the conquered portions 
of Germany and proclaimed where the nazls 
stlU stand. 

Thus any non-nazl asked by, the allies to 
eerve in civil government wlU fear for his 
life. And so long as any ardent nazls remain 
at large there will be reason to fear. A desire 
to end the hopeless struggle and aid In a 
restoration of peaceful living will bo over- 
shadowed by the constant dread of the nozl 
assassin's buuot. 

Thus the inevitable may be defied a little 
longer. It conAot avert the nazls' defeat. But 
it can and may complicate the conqueror'! 
task and prolong to some extent tho fighting 
and tho occupation.

LfEUTKNAinr OOVEIlNaBS 

Perhaps the most useless itale office In the United 
States Is that of lieutenant governor. In most states 
his duties consist largely of waiting tor the governor 
to die, temporarily acting as goremor should the chief 
executive be absent from the state, and mtanwhlle 
presiding over the state senate vhen the legislature 
Is in session. It Is hardly a fuU-tlme oocupatlon for 
- grown man, 

Occastonolly a complex situation li created when the 
lieutenant governor Is of a different political faith 
than the aovemor. ThU happened in nelghborlnt 
Washington whan Arthur LangUe, Republican, was 
governor,' and VIo Meyers, Democrsl, was lieutenant 
governor. Langlle- was afraid to leave the etate for 
fear Meyers would call a special legislative session or 
do other mischief while he was sbient. 

New York Is doing something about this particular 
difficulty. The legislature has Juit submitted to pop- 
ular vota a constitutional amendment provldliig a 
single' ballot for the olftcea ot. governor and lieu- 
tenant governor, to assure they would be ot the same 
party and that the continuity ot administration would- 
be maintained In the event the chief executive should 
die or be disabled. It would apply to the state admin- 
istration the same principle followed In electing a 
president and vice-president on a single ballot. 

It Is a sensible luggestlon and one that should 
ippeal to Idaho, as this state continually courts the 
risk of electing governors and lieutenant governors 
from opposing partlee. l^t almost happened In the 
IDU election when Edwin Nelson, of Ftnn, thq Repub- 
lican candidate for lieutenant goremor defeated the 
Democratic nominee, E D. Bslrd of Boise, by orily 
lA3i votes, with the results of the election In doubt 
tor several days after the polls closed. Perhaps better 
yet, Idaho might give consideration to the advisability 
of abolishing the office of lleutenint governor. Oregon 
has got Along well without this luperHuous office 
for many yean, the president of the (late senate belnz 
designated to become acting goremor In event of 
vacancy or the aboenca of the executive. That Oregon 
doee not regard a lieutenant governor ax Indbpensable 
good goverrunent Is evident from the fact that Its 
ters have four times rejected propoials to create 
the office. — Lewbtcn Tribune. '

With hli knowledge of all phases of 
government, he could be extremely 
useful In helping to mike the peace, 
and I should not ba lUrprlied If, ' 
the tirul peace conference, ha 
to l>e found ilttlng dose to President 
Roosevelt. 
Byrnes went to the Yalta confer- 
ice and look an active part In dls- 
cussloiu there. With his knowledge 
of shorthand, acquired when he 
making his own way up from 
treme penury, ha took extensive 
notes which have proved valuable 
documentation on what was— and 
what was not—sald there. 

As director of war moblUiatlon, 
he was not In his hipplest role. It 
waa la congress — tint In the house, 
then In the stnate-~thst he develop- 
ed the cspaclUes, as negotiator and 
Intermediary, which von. him his 
reputation. In tha senate,, particu- 
larly, he demonstnted that ha could 
pull order out of chsos and salvage 
some hop« from what often appear- 
ed In the brawling early da}-s of the 
new desl to be legislative ruin. 

His skill Is desllng first-hand 
with men around a tsbl*. He 
reconcile tempers and temperaments 
ta that st the end of s stormy ses- 
sion something corutructlve emerges. 
Critics In the left wing of tha hew 
deal damn him as a compromiser. 
But many a time President Rooee- 
Tclt has had occasion to be thankful 
for his gift of compramlse. 

Al war moblllscr, he moved In the 
iphere of giant bureiucrades, and 
:t was alien t6 him. I suppose he 
could hot. In the lenie that the 
government ipedallst uies the word, 
be cdnsldertd "a good administra- 
tor." TTie Isyen of authority never 
got atnlghtened out In spile of the 
best intentions of Moblllier Byrnes. 

TTtat was a frequent complaint as 
the lines of power became confused 
amidst all the complexities of, war- 
time Woshlniton, It wu slmplir not 
Byrnes" Held. Ho wss occuslflmed 
to working directly with men 'Vbom 
he could gauge In direct exchange. 

Although hi won a dlsllr^gulshed 
place In tha senate and scrv^ on 



tho supreme court, there have been 
many frustrations tn D;mes' ca- 
reer. By virtue of his perionsl pop- 
ularity, he should hsve been 
Jority leader ot tho senate. 

At the Democmtlc convention In 
Chicago lost summer he lUfferod 
public rebutf. Taking a itep ui 
u^ual tor one ot his cautious ni 
ture, ho annoimced that bo was 
candidate for tha. vUe-preildcntlal 
nomination. His triendS' asiumed 
that he had. U not the blessing, 
least the approval of Iloa^evelt. 

Then came tha veto from OIO. 
Sidney Hlllman, whose political 
tlon committee was to be an 
portant factor In tho fourth-term 
campaign, made It plab he would 
" have the South Comllnlin. For 
one thing, Byrnes was co-author of 
resolution condemnbig the sit- 
down strikes. 

He has always steered a careful 
middle course between new deallsm 
and old-taahloned party loyalty. As 
a southerner In the lentle, he was 
closest to the group that looked with 
suspicion on new deal reforms. Yet 
not cut himself olt from 
sen ate liberals who carried the bur- 
den for Roosevelt and reform. 

His rebuff at Chicago Symes took 
with a calm, smiling exterior that 
' e hoe' alwoyi presented to thi 
.'orld. A lesser man might havi 
sulked; nUght have pulled out en' 
tlrely. Byrnes saw It through. He 
returned to his desk as war moblUi- 
er, with the long hours and Inces- 
sant conceotratlon that luch a re- 
sponsible Job. Inevitably means. 

In a curious way, Byrnes has been 
a transition figure between the old 
south' and tha new south that Is 
emerging. He spans the gapbetweeo 
the late Cotton Ed Smith; who was
